Chinese 
are, as a cule, the most reasonable of People

meat. Herein Hongkong, after many difli- 
culties, they have so‘entirely consented ‘to 
plague prevention that all this ycar (we 
speak from memory) there have. been only 
twenty-three cases of plague in, Hongkong, 
almost all of which’ came from’ elsewhere, 
How is it that this splendid result has been. 
achieved?. It is owing to. the efforts of Mr;
